All communitation with the 
outside world was cut off. The 
paved highways, which are built 
high above surrounding land, of 
shells, rock and etc., which is 
dredged from canals on both or 
one side, were still covered with 
water.

My husband saw ohe truck 
that would only hold 4 bodies, 
they had become so bloated and

slow. Coffins and lime lined- the 
streets and finally they couldn't 


get them fast enough. Bodies _ 


were brought in and piled up 
just back of what had been the 
Pool Hall and burned in great 


heaps. 
The Red Cross stepped in and 
offered to send anyone to any 


part of the U.S. or Canada who

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Florida ranks 3rd in tornado frequency

This tornado was a monster- 
over one mile wide with wind 
speeds approaching 300 miles 
per hour. The powerful twister 
shredded the barn and grain 
silo, uprooted hundred-year- 
old trees and hurled heavy 
farm equipment into the air as 
if they were toys. 

Yet, no one was hurt and 
nothing was really destroyed. 
The grain silo, the trees, the 
farm equipment and even the 
tornado itself never really 
existed-except on the screen of 
your neighborhood movie the- 
ater. 

The tornado and its ensuing 
destruction are from the new 
film, “Twister”. I saw it the 
other day and, as they say in 
the advertisements, Í really 
was “blown away”. 

Twister tells the story of a 
group of storm chasers-men 
and women who race across 
the plains of Oklahoma trying 
to get close to a tornado, These 
scientists chase (and even 
catch) twisters to learn more 
about these powerful storms. | 

There are a few meteorologi- 
cal boo-boo’s in the movie (Hol- 
lywood never lets the facts get 
in the way of a good story) but 
overall the producers have 
done their homework. Espe- 
cially with the real stars of 
this flick-the tornadoes. 

The special effects wizards 
have created some of the best 
looking tornadoes since the 
Wizard of OZ. These computer- 
generated storms look and 


sound like the real thing-par- 
ticularly the 300 mph giant 
that seems to destroy most of 
Oklahoma. 

Thankfully, we'll never. have 
to face anything like that here 
in Florida. Even though torna- 
does are common in the Sun- 
shine State (we rank third in 
tornado frequency) the majori- 
ty of our twisters are relatively 
weak. Over 80 percent of our 
tornadoes. have wind speeds of 
100 mph or less. 

In the 119 year period 
between 1880 to 1989, there 
was only one documented tor- 
nado with winds over 200 
mph-it occurred in 1966 near 
‘Tampa. During that same peri- 
od, there have been 21 torna- 
does with winds over 150 mph 
in Florida and only four of 
those formed in South Florida. 

While a tornado can develop 
during any month in Florida, 
they are most common from 
May until August. The month 
of June is typically the most 
active month for twisters. 
Most of our tornadoes occur 
during the day-especially from 


1 p.m. to 5 p.m. and, most 
Florida tornadoes don’t stick 
around too long. Their average 
life-span is around ten min- 
utes. 

Still, ten minutes is more 
than enough time to destroy a 
house, flip over a ¢ar or knock 
down some power line’. Just 
ask the residents of Milton, 
Florida. 

On March 31, 1962, a torna- 
do, on the ground for less than 
ten minutes, killed 17 people 
and injured 100 more in Mil: 
ton. It was the state’s greatest 
loss of life from a tornado. 


Protecting yourself from a | 


tornado is pretty simple. At, 
home-seek shelter. in an interi- 
or room (a closet or bathroom) 
on the lowest level of your 
house. Mobile home residents 
should evacuate immediately. 
If you're in your car, don’t try 
to outrun a tornado-these 
storms are too erratic and 
unpredictable. Séek shelter 
indoors. 

Thanks to new technology, 
weather forecasters are doing 
a pretty good job predicting 
where and when a tornado will 
develop. New Doppler radars, 
for example, ĉan actually 
detect a tornado as it begins to 
form. 

Tornadoes are violently 


rotating columns of air that - 


can destroy and kill. Let’s hope 
the next tornado that forms in 
your neighborhood is on the 
Movie screen,

Florida's state park campgrounds don't leave 
the light on for pets, but a UF survey may help 
officials decide if these unique members of the 
family should:become overnight guests at camp- 
sites across the state. 

Florida is the only southern state, and one of 
seven in the nation, that doesn't allow people to 
keep pets overnight in state campgrounds, 
according to the Florida Department of Environ- 
mental Protection: Liability, impact on wildlife 
health and sanitation issues and disturbanc 

factors are some of the reasons for restricting all 
fur-bearing pets, to state policy. 

After receiving | complaining about the 
pet restriction, the Florida Legislature request- 
ed the department conduct a survey to find out 
what needed to be done to better serve the 
needs of the visitors, said Steve Holland, UF 
associate professor of recreation, parks and 
tourism. 

The department contracted through UF with 
professors Holland, Andy Holdnak and Tony 
Fedler to conduct the survey. 

They started the project in January and tar- 
geted about 600 campers in six regions of Flori- 
da. “Our main focus was to find out how people 
felt about letting pets into campgrounds, but we 
were also interested in finding out why people 
go to campgrounds,” Holdnak said. 

The group is now preparing the information 
for presentation to the department, and early 
results don't favor a policy change, Holland said. 

"Of the 619 people we surveyed, the vote is 
almost split, with a slight majority wanting the 
policy to stay the same," he said. "About 40 per- 


‘cent of the people surveyed believed that pets 


had no effect on their camping experience.” 
Holland, Holdnak, Fedler arfd three graduate 
students collected information at the following 
state parks: St. Andrews in Panama City, Anas- 
tasia in St. Augustine, Weklwa in Apopka, 
Oscar Scherer in Osprey, Jonathan Dickinson in 
Hobe Sound and Bahia Honda in Big Pine Key. 
During each trip, Holdnak said, the team also

"Through constituent suggestions, we 
included private campgrounds for the first time 
in the latest survey.

sides of this issue, the researchers said. 

"Some people feel conducting a survey to find 
out if pets should be allowed in state parks is 
comical and unimportant,” Fedler said, "But it 
could affect millions of dollars of revenue for the 
state, and by the ide token it could cost the 
state money. 

The major benefit : of allowing pets into state 
parks would be to give all ¢ access to the 


parks, Fedler said. "Pets also help to make some ' 


campers feel more secure around the campsite.” 

The complaints and the survey may not be 
enough to change the state's policy, according to 
Fedler. "They are reluctant to change their poli- 
cy because that would require additional main- 
tenance, additional use of sites and additional 
impact on current user groups,” Fedler said. "A 
lot of folks like the parks without pets.” 


Opinions on pets in parks may vary, but the /

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Surviving the 1928 Hurricane 


There was fear of an epidem- 
ic breaking out on account of 
the unsanitary conditions, and 
I feared to leave them. They 
had not yet recovered from the 
shock of my brother's death a 
few weeks before and my 
father not well anyway. They 
were adamant and finally, 
with my sister Lillian, her 
husband Duncan, and her 
baby boy, we left. 

It is 40 miles from Pahokee 
to West Palm Beach, about 
half of the highway was water. 
clear up to the horn on the 
Ford car. We sat tense through 
that horrible ride as any 
minute might have been the 
last of us. There were deep 
canals on both sides of the 
road and with water over 
everything, you couldn't tell 
what was canal and what was 
roads. Only an occasional weed 
sticking out at the edge,of the 
road would tell us how near we 
were to the canal. (The weeds 
there are sometimes big as 
trees with branches you can 
stand up in.) God was truly 
guiding my husband's hands 
that day. We all depend on him 
for everything: Duncan, who 
was so weak but never went 
back to bed, myself with my 
fears, worries and physical dis- 
comfort, 

Finally, the end of the 
watery road was reached and 
Palm Beach stretched before 
us. It looked like a veritable 
paradise to us in spite of the 
fact that here, too, the storm 
had done much damage. We 
found my uncle's home only 
slightly damaged and another 
family had broken in and tak- 
en possession, as their home 
nearby had been wrecked. 
They vacated willingly for us, 
and broke into the one next 
door where they stayed until 
their home was made habit- 
able, The woman was dressed 
in knickers “and” blouse, 
through» which the flesh 
showed in many different 
places, but it was, all she had 
been able to salvage that was 
dry. 

Many of the beautiful hotels 


s.. 


and resorts in Palm Beach 
that were not damaged were 
thrown open to the public, also 
many private homes, until 
such time as the housing prob- 
lem should cease. 

Now we made ourselves com- 
fortable in spite of the fact 
that all sewerage systems, 
lights, ete. had ceased to oper- 
ate. It seemed heavenly to us 
remembering the havoc and 
inferno we had left behind, but 
which our parents were still 
in. 

The next day there came a 
scourge over our world that 
must have been like the pesti- 
lence visited on the Egyptians 
in Biblical times. Mosquitoes 
larger than flies were blown in 
by the storm. Perhaps they 
eame from islands in the 
ocean, swamps and elsewhere. 
Now, we`had seen Florida 
Mosquitoes, but nothing like 
these. They covered the win- 
dows ina dark cloud. It was 
almost impossible to see out. 
Only my husband and sister 
ventured out on the necessary 
errands, and then we stood at 
the door and shooed away the 
mosquitoes, but sometimes 
they would cling to their 
clothes and get in anyway. 

I cannot say too much for 
such organizations as the Red 
Cross and Salvation Army, A 
few other organizations that 
opened there for relief work 
were mostly shams, as they 
did very little. It was impossi- 
ble to buy anything. All stores 
were closed. The Red Cross 
and Salvation Army fed and 
clothed everyone. And the 
Shive and Carpenter family, 
for the first time, accepted 
charity. Houses so many blocks 
apart were used as distribut- 
ing stations for food and cloth- 
ing. We had found a small 
amount of food stored in our 
uncle's home and when we did 
not show up at one of the near- 
by; distributing stations in two 
days, they came to see us with 
food. 

Food was kept in sacks, so 
much in each sack according to 
the size of the family. Such as 
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our family of 4 grown people 
and two children would be giv- 
en a large sack containing 1/2 
Ib, coffee, 1/2 Ib, bacon, two or 
three varieties of canned veg- 
etables, canned'meat, canned 
milk, 1 lb. sugar, 1 Ib. flour, 
salt, soda, baking powder and 
grits or rice. Also a much- 
appreciated mosquito spray. 
This was supposed to last one 
day and another, similar sack 
the next day. 

Most of our clothing had 
been lost in the storm. We just 
had our extra change our 
father had insisted we take 
along, but we would not ask 
for clothing. We felt we were 
better off than most people 
who had nothing but what was 
on their backs. My husband 
went for groceries at the sta- 
tion one day and came home 
with a couple of little dresses 
and bloomers, which he 
showed me rather sheepishly. 
He said the woman at the sta- 
tion, who had seen us all, 
insisted on sending them to 
our little girl as they would fit 
her perfectly and she knew of 
no other child nearby who 
could use them. I finally kept 
them. On our frequent visits 
for groceries, we were urged to 
take clothing, blankets, shoes 
and such, all of which we 
refused. We'received a box 
from my mother about this 
time with new clothing for us 
all. Cheap, cotton clothing, it 
is true, but gladly, thankfully 
received. It had gone to Paho- 
kee from churches everywhere. 
Garments quickly, neatly 
made. Everywhere and every 
way we were met with 
demonstrations of human 
kindness. Our nation truly 
helps its people in their hours 
of greatest need. Just before 
we left, my sister and I even 
attended a few “after-the- 
storm" sales and enjoyed them 
thoroughly, as women do. 

We went back to Pahokee at 
the énd of 3 weeks. My hus- 
band and I had a wedding 
anniversary during those 
three weeks at West Palm 
Beach and neither of us knew 


it until weeks afterward. 

On our return to Pahokee, 
we found a different place 
from the one we had left and 
were pleased at its improved 
condition. Coffins and lime 
still lined the highways and 
bodies were being recavered 
every day, but everywhere the 
place was in the process of 
being rebuilt. Stores were 
opening once again and/every- 
one was hard at work.) Roads 
were being remade. The atmo- 
sphere was clean and sweet 
once again, the lake its own 
beautiful blue and the world 
seemed at Peace once again. 
Only my sister's house was 
overrun with what seemed a 
million cockroaches and bugs 
that had taken possession dur- 
ing our absence or brought up 
by the storm. My sister 
became nauseated trying to 
kill them out. 

As-soon as we Kad left the 
storm area, my mother and 
father had thrown themselves 
feverishly into work. They. 
seemed to welcome the work. 
It gave them no time to think. 
My father working to salvage 
whatever he could 6f his home 
and belongings, my mother 
working for the Red Cross, car- 
ing for the wounded and sick, 
giving out clothing, food, etc, 

My father’s house was in the 
process of erection once again 
from the old lumber. Most of 
their furniture, books, pic- 
tures, heirlooms and every- 
thing they had collected dur- 
ing a lifetime was gone. 

I shall never forget how my 
father's back looked. He had 
lain flat on his back under 
what had been part of his 
house, trying to get a jack 
under it. He became too hot 
and took off everything but his 
trousers, His back, when I saw 
it, was a mass of hookworms. 
They are so tiny that you can- 
not see them with the naked 
eye, but when they first enter 
your ‘body, through a skin 
break of some sort, they lay 
just under the skin and make 
a shining red ridge where they 
are. My father's whole back

was & mass of these tiny red 


lines or ridges, some of them 
coiled, others stretched out 
straight, looking like a net- 
work of red veins. It was sick- 
ening. ne; 

The doctor froze them out, a 
horribly painful thing, before 
they could penetrate farther 
into my father's body and fas- 
ten on the intestines where 
they lodge. They are not dan- 
gerous unless left in the body 
for a long length of time. 

Everyone was rebuilding and 
this time houses and buildings 
were put on a foundation of 
pilings driven down to solid 
rock so that never again could 
this occur. A few Negroes had 
been frightened away for good. 

Many people had lost every- 
thing and had nothing to build 
back with, but the Red Cross 
built better homes for them 
than they had in the begin- 
ning. It was people like my 
father who suffered the most, 
who salvaged what they could 
and built back without help. 
Out of what had been a fine 6- 
room house, he built a 4-room 
house that would never be so 
strong again. 

Never before in the history 
of Florida had such a thing as 
this happened. Hurricanes, 
yes, but nothing so devastat- 
ing and terrible, and it proba- 
bly never will again. Besides, 
the homes are prepared for it 
now, where before many of 
them were just shacks thrown 
up. Some 2,300 people were 
reported to have perished in 
the storm and most of those at 
Pahokee. 

One of the stores sent word 
to all the women to come pick 
out a new fall hat free. One of 
their mail order houses had 
sent them a lot of them, not to 
sell, but to give away to their 
customers. Needless to say, 
many women received one of 
the latest, up-to-the-minute, 
Chic fall Hats, and I had mine, 

Now the town settled down 
to its usual winter hum of 
industry, only more so. Many 
new merchants came to town. 
Large‘stucco business build- 


ings were’ being erected, and 
by November the town Was 
larger and more beautiful than. 
ever. My ‘husband and brother- 
in-law, now physitally fit, 
raised winter vegetables on my 
brother's plantation; doing so 
swell that we built a new, 4- 
room house on a lot my father 
gave us and bought a new car, 
both paid for. The.climate was 
perfect: A warm, lovely winter. 
Birds came in huge flocks 
every day, until the place 
seemed a paradise of birds, 
flowers and sunshine. 

Only oceasionally would we 
get a glimpse of something 
that would bring back the hor- 
rible experience of the storm. 
Once, on our way to Palm 
Beach, we thought we saw. a 
booted foot sticking up out of 
the canal and heard later 
‘ariother storm victim had been 
found. Once when my hus- 
band, with a crew of Negroes, 
was plowing with a tractor, 
they dug up a skeleton. The 
Negroes were scared to death 
and wanted to quit work. 

My baby was expected the 
last of January. Christmas 
Day dawned beautiful, warm 
and clear, and in the early 
morn on this Holy day our son, 
Milton, was born, A beautiful, 
perfect child. Born on Christ's 
own birthday. 

The whole town rejoiced 
with us and turned out almost 
en masse. People I scarcely 
knew came with gifts and good
